Illinois, and machinery set up to en- 
force the edicts of the union in the 
district, the international,Jjoard and 
the Illinois delegates were mapping 
out plans for the future today, and 
discussing procedure to be used in 
restoring order in the region where 
insurgents have been active. 


The international board will be in 


session next week, and Tuesday has 
been set aside for "trial" of 21 Insur- 
gent leaders who have 
been sum- 


moned to appear before the board to 
show cause why 
they^ should not 


bo expelled from the union, but the 
business of the convention is over. 


In the closing minutes of the ses- 


sion last night the convention unani-

The report of the committee rec- 


ommended that all resolutions bear- 
ing on the anthracite situation be re- 
ferred to the tri-distrlct convention.

defendant, Edward L'. Doheny, was 
guilty of bribing an officer in the 
Harding- cabinet. 


Washington —UP)—Continuing his 


fervent plea to the jury that Edward 
Li. Doheny be freed on • a charge of 
bribery, Frank Hogan, chief of de- 
fense counsel, began his arguments 
today with an explanation of the 
Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, naval oil stor- 
age contract. 


Doheny is charged -with having 


bribed Albert E. Fall, President 
Hardins's secretary of the interior, 
to execute to one of his companies 
the famous lease on the Elk Hills 
naval oil reserve, one of the 
two 


high points Jn the oil scandals of 
several years ago. 
The 
sum of 


$100,000 was delivered to Fall by 
Doheny'a son, now dead, one year 
before the lease was negotiated. 
• The defense contends that 
the 


money was sent to the cabinet officer 
as a loan and has pointed out that 
Fall and Doheny were friends of 
many years standing. 


Associate Justice William Hitz of 


the District of Columbia 
Supreme 


court, who is presiding, has agreed 
to instruct the jury that' -whether 
Vne sin/>,"f>0 was .'-int .to Fall tn 'the 
form" of a^loan is immaterial and 
that the talesmen must decide with 
what intent ft. was delivered. 


DOHENY WINS POINT 


On the other hand, Justice Hitz 


has yielded to a contention of the 
defense that the jury be instructed 
that Fall could be guilty of bribery 
under the law and Doheny innocent. 
Fall was convicted of bribery less 
than five months ago on an indict- 
ment based upon tho same transac- 
tion and is now at 
liberty 
under 


bond pending his appeal. He was 
sentenced to a year's imprisonment 
and to pay a fine of $100,000.

observatory, is taking leave and go- 
ing to the scene at her own expense 
"to cover" the eclipse for the navy.

"Ordinarily it is impossible to se- 


lect a capable man for office by bal- 
lot," Mr. Anderson said. "An out- 
standing man can. earn 
so much 


more in some other lin« of activity 
that he seldom, has any desire to 
seek public office. And of course he 
does not have to go looking for jobs 
of this nature. His worth is appre- 
ciated by private concerns and they 
go after his services." 


LIKE THE SYSTEM 


Although the Stevens Point council 


recently discharged its first manager, 
it is more than ever satisfied 
with 


the system, Mr. Anderson declared. 
The city has a new manager now, 
having engaged another man 
last 


January. 


Mr. Anderson compared the city 


manager system with 
that 
under 


which the majority of city 
school 


systems operate. School boards, elect- 
ed by the people at large, choose the 
school heads, he pointed out. The 
council, also elected by the people, 
selects the city manager. 


"The general public is no 
more 


qualified to hire a school principal 
than it is to engage a mayor or city

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FOREIGN BOYCOTT 


PLAYS BIG PART IN 
LOW WHEAT PRICES 


This Gram Should Be Selling 


for 50 Cents More, Says 
Expert 


BY OWEN L. SCOTT 


CopjTlght, 1930, By Cons. Press 
Chicago —(CPA)— There !• more 


reason why wheat'today—on a eta- 
tistical basis of world supply and 
demand—should be selling at $1.50 
a bushel, than there is for it to be 
selling for $1 a bushel. 


Present abnormally low prices are 


due in a measure to a concerted ef- 
fort to boycott United States and 
Canadian wheat. These buyers have 
been able to establish a. market to 
their liking because of unusually 
large grain crops in the principal im- 
porting'countries and because of the 
unsettlemerit that struck all commod- 
ity markets after the October crash 
in the stock market. 


At the same time there exists no 


such hopeless condition of overpro- 
duction in wheat as the world has 
been given to understand, with no 
more reason—on a statistical basis 
—why American spring wheat far- 
mers should curtail their acreage sup- 
ly, than has existed in recent years. 


These observations were made to- 


day by Xat C. Murray during the 
course of an interview. Mr. Murray 
is a leading trade statistician and 
a private crop expert whose findings 
and opinifffis have carried weight in 
the grain trade for years. 


"But It must be remembered,"' he 


cautioned, "that sentiment and not 
statistics controls prices. Statistics 
influence sentiment normally, 
but 


there are abnormal times In the grain 
trade. 


"Last year the world had an under- 


normal production of wheat, but an 
abnormally large carry-over from the 
big 192S crop," he pointed out. "The 
world supply for the current year 
including the crop and 
carry-over 


should have been just about suffici- 
ent for normal consumptive require- 
ments with a reduced but moderate 
carry over with the 1900 crop year. 


LIGHT FOREIGN DEMAND 


"But foreign demand, which the 


Tour exporting countries depend up- 
on to absorb their surplus, has been 
abnormally light for United States 
and Canada wheat. There are four 
reasons: 


"i. There has been some conten- 


tion between European buyers and 
the Canadian pool—with the buyers 
evidently wishing to break the pool. 


"2. 
There has been a tendency 


to boycott United States wheat as 
a retaliation against the attempt to 
raise the American tariff. 


•"3. Germany and other countries 


have raised tariffs against imported 
wheat. 


"4- The French crop was under- 


estimated. 


"As a consequence of these de- 


velopments, Europe has been buying- 
f-om hand to mouth. 
If now is a 


question of how long she can con- 
tinue to do so. The'jKormal carry- 
over of the world suppfcs of wheat is 
less than one-month's (consumption. 
This means that a relatively close 
relationship exists between consump- 
tion and production throughout the 
world. . The crops of Argentina and 
Australia have been 
small. 
This 


•country and Canada have 
wheat 


which the importing countries should 
be needing in larger quantities. 


"Cut other factors have entered 


the price situation. 
The Canadian 


wheat pool is the largest single sell- 
er of wheat in the world, and its po- 
sition has a great effect. 
In its 


operation the pool receives wheat 
oC its members, advances them so 
much a bushel—about $1 this last 
year—and then borrows from the 
banks to carry this grain until it 
is sold. 
When the stock market 


crashed last October, the -banks be- 
t-ame uneasy and pressed the pool. 
This put the selling agency at a dis- 
advantage and forced some dumping, 
with resultant price depression. 
PRIVATE TRADE FRIGHTENED 


"Then with prices down, the Fed- 


eral Farm Board agencies finally en- 
tered the market in this country.

out being convinced that our

Once a protect- 
ed industry gets on the preferred list, 
it is supposed to remain there indefi- 
nitely. .Tariffs are on the books today 
put there to foster infant and strug- 
gling industries that have become the 
giants of the world.

New York has worked out a time 
budget for 
students to help them 


spend their time to greatest advantage

It includes three 


hours for recreation, with something 
like basketball or swimming recom- 
mended for two of them and "a long 
walk" for the third.

AN OPEN LETTER TO OPEN-MINDED PEOPLE 


The rejection, by the city clerk, of the original peti- 


tions for an election directed to the adoption of the 
city managerial form of municipal government in Ap- 
pleton has provoked considerable criticism of Alfred 
C. Bosser, city attorney, upon whose legal opinion the 
action of the city clerk in rejecting the petitions was 
based. It is said, principally by those opposing his 
candidacy for re-election to his present office, that 
his opinions were technical, influenced by partisan 
motives and directed to the defeat of the campaign for 
the adoption of the city manager plan. 


In November, 1929, the city manager campaign 


committee filed with the city clerk a group of petitions 
requesting the submission to the electorate, at a spe- 
cial election, of the adoption of the city manager plan. 
The duty of determining the sufficiency or insufficien- 
cy of the petitions so filed devolved upon the city 
clerk. The city clerk, quite properly, elected to re- 
quest an opinion from the city attorney before dis- 
charging this duty. It thereupon became the duty 
of the city attorney to respond to the clerk's request 
with a written opinion. The limitations of this duty 
did not permit of oversight, lenience, laxity or per- 
sonal prerogative. An approval of legally defective 
petitions would have constituted a violation of his pub- 
lic duty and opened the door to litigation and instabil- 
ity in municipal affairs, 


On November 23, 1929, after a careful study of 


the questions presented, Mr. Bosser handed the city 
clerk a written opinion of which the following is a 
verbatim copy: 


"November 23, 1929

Dear Sir: 


"You have asked me for an opinion as to the suf- 


ficiency of the petitions that have been handed to you 
for the adoption of the City Manager plan of govern- 
ment and I find them insufficient for the following 
reasons:

(2) Section 5.26 (5) of the Statutes of Wisconsin in 
that each elector signing said petition has not added 
thereto his residence, post office address and the date 
of signing, and 


"Second, Because the affidavits attached thereto 


do not comply with Section 5.26 (3) of the Statutes 
of Wisconsin in that the affiants do not state that the 
electors residence, post office address and date of sign- 
ing are truly stated therein. 


"In compliance with your further request in this 


matter I have drafted a certificate which you may 
use in compliance with Section 10.43 
(3) of the 


Statutes of Wisconsin in signing and attaching the 
same to the petitions: 
" 'I hereby certify that I have carefully examined 


the sufficiency or insufficiency of the petitions for the 
adoption of the City Manager Plan of Government for 
the City of Appleton, Wisconsin and find them insuf- 
ficient in the particulars as follows: 
First: that they do not comply with Section 10.43 


(2) and Section 5.26 (5) of the Statutes of Wiscon- 
sin in that each elector signing said petition has not 
added thereto his residence, post office address and the 
date of signing, and 


Second, Because the affidavits attached thereto do 


not comply with Section 5.26 (3) of the Statutes of 
Wisconsin in that the affiants do not state that the 
electors residence, post office address and date of 
signing are truly stated therein.

At the same time the city attorney called personally 


upon the attorney for the campaign committee, submit- 
ting a copy of his written opinion and a thorough oral 
explanation thereof. 


Much has been made of the fact that no previous 


petition filed under the referendum law had ever been 
rejected by the present city attorney. 
The fact that 


the city manager petitions were the first popular peti- 
tions submitted to the present city attorney for opin- 
ion. 
The preceding city clerk, fortified by many 


years of experience, invariably passed upon the suf- 
ficiency of all petitions without consulting the city at- 
torney. The present city clerk, a relatively new in- 
cumbent, confronted for the first time with a petition 
under the municipal referendum law and aware of its 
far reaching significance, elected to request and act 
upon the opinion of the city's legal advisor. Thus Mr. 
Bosser did not violate precedent in ruling adversely 
upon the petitions. 


Much of the misunderstanding of the city attorney's 


position relative to the first petition is attributable 
to a "news" story appearing on the front page of the 
Appleton Post-Crescent for Monday, November 25, 
1929. 
The opinion was predicated upon decisions 


of the Supreme Courts of Wisconsin and South Dako- 
ta, the plain letter of the statutes, and the opinions 
of the Attorney-General of this State. The most curso- 
ry examination of Mr. Bosser's opinion, as hereinbe- 
fore set forth, reveals that the Post-Crescent account 
of it stressed a small portion of it, misconstrued some 
of it and ignored the balance. 


New petitions were drafted and a suggestion on the 


part of certain committee members that the -new form 
be submitted to the city attorney for informal opin- 
ions and suggestions prior to printing and circulation 
was summarily rejected. 
The new petitions wero 


printed, circulated and filed with the city clerk. Mr. 
Bosser had his first contact with the second petitions 


when they were again referred to him by the city 
clerk. The new petitions conformed to the first opin- 
ion of the city attorney in part and disregarded the 
balance. 
Thereupon Mr. Bosser rendered his second 


opinion to the city clerk on December 23, 1923 as 
follows:

Dear Sir: 
' "I have checked the new petitions which have been 


handed to you for the adoption of the City Manager 
Plan of Goverment and I find them insufficient be-

elector did not add thereto his residence and post of- 
fice address. 


"You may use the following certificate to comply 


with Section 10.43 (2) of the Statutes, should you 
so desire: 
" 'I hereby certify that I have carefully examined 


the sufficiency cr insufficiency of the petitions now 
filed with me for the adoption of the City Manager 
Plan of Government for the City of Appleton, Wis- 
consin and find them insufficient in that they do not 
comply with Section 10.43 (2) and Section 5.26 (5) 
of the Statutes of Wisconsin, in that each elector sign- 
ing the said petition has not added thereto his resi- 
dence and post office address.' 


"I am sorry to have to give you this opinion after 


so much work has been done in secunng new petitions 
but if the Council desires it may submit to the people 
the question raised by the petitions although the vote 
on the question will be merely advisory to the Council. 
On the other hand, the Council may pass the charter 
ordinance that was presented with the petitions with- 
out any further action being taken by the petitioners 
or the sponsors of the movement for the City Man- 
ager Plan of Government for the City of Appleton,

LIBERTY TO DISREGARD POSITIVE LANGUAGE

ON THE FACE OF SUCH A PETIION BEFORE THE 
MACHINERY TO PROVIDE FOR A SPECIAL RE- 
CALL ELECTION SHALL BE SET IN MOTION. 


"From the provisions of the statute above cited it 


is evident that the date of signing as well as the place 
of 
his residence and post office address is to be 


added by the voter. The law makes no distinction as 
to the relative importance of or necessity for these 
three specific requirements and we cannot. Harris v. 
King, 21 S. Dak. 47, 109 N. W. 644. 
If the omis- 


sion of the date can be overlooked, equally well could 
be either the provision as to the residence or as to the 
post office address. It is also evident that each sig- 
nature is to be regarded as a separate and independent 
unit and by itself and cannot be added to or have nec- 
essary elements supplied from or by that which may 
be done in the same petition by others, — intending 
by this, of course, to m no wise question the validity 
of such signer making as his own, by appropriate ditto 
marks or common abbreviation, that which may ap- 
pear above his signature and as a part of the same 
paper. State e>: rel. Dithmar v. Bunnell, 131 Wis. 
198, 202, 10 N. W. 177." 


A singular aspect of the situation is that much of 


the criticism of Mr. Bosser'& opinion that the law 
should be complied with originates with persons who 
are dedicated to a strict and respectful observance and 
enforcement of other laws. This anomalous situation 
warrants the inference that popular respect for law 
is largely dependent upon the degree to which the 
law to be respected affects the individual in his per- 
sonal sympathies and aspirations. 


By way of conclusion, I wish to enumerate and 


emphasize the following facts: 
1. The city clerk, not the city attorney, passes on 


and certifies nomination papers and petitions for spe- 
cial elections and referendum. 
2. The duty of the city attorney with respect to 


such documents is to submit a written opinion when 
requested by a city officer to do so. 


3. Prior to the submission of the present petitions, 


Mr. Bosser never considered, approved or certified 
any form of municipal nomination paper or petition 
because he was never called upon to do so. 
4. Mr. Bosser's opinions as to the sufficiency of 


the petitions represent his own studied judgment, un- 
influenced by partisan motives. 


5. An exact copy of the first opinion, containing an 


enumeration of the defects and a citation of the con- 
trolling authorities, was furnished the campaign com- 
mittee at the same time it was handed the city clerk. 


6. If the authors of the second petition had follow- 


ed Mr. Bosser's first opinion, it would not have been 
subject to rejection, 


7. If the suggestion of members oi the campaign 


committee that the second petition be submitted to 
the city attorney informally before printing and cir- 
culation, 
had been followed, the defect would have 


been pointed out and the expense of printing and work 
of circulating a third petition would have been 
avoided.

horne rendezvous.

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FEW CHANGES 
SEEN IN RAIL 
MERGER PLAN 


Williams' Speech Regarded 


as Significant at United 


States Capital 


BY DAVID LAWRENCE 
Washington _ (CPA) — Because 


William H. Williams, chairman of 
the Wabash, has been a conspicu- 
ous figure in the discussion of rail- 
way consolidation, the speech he has 
just made was the subject of much 
comment here today, though nothing 
official was available, of course, to 
indicate to what extent his views 
are concurred in by the Interstate 
Commerce commission. 


Mr. Williams made several state- 


ments which are considered signifi- 
cant. For one thing he served warn- 
ing indirectly that any shake-up of 
the commission's plan was not to be 
anticipated and that "it is not to be 
presumed there will be any change 
or modification which will reduce 
the number of competitive systems 
in the eastern rate group, which tin- 
der the commission's plan is to be 
served by five well - balanced sys- 
tems." This is believed to be aimed 
at recent talk that the commission 
might be persuaded to go back to 
four or increase to six the number 
Of systems in the east. 


Most revealing is that 
part of 


Mr. William's speech which sheds 
light on a moot point as to whether 


legislation will be necessaiy to sup- 
plant the commission's plan. 
He 


shows the viewpoint of a railroad 
president toward the 
cumbersome 


procedure that is involved In one 
section of existing law and the in- 
adequacy of another section which 
he thinks stops short of total uni- 
fication. 


Unification by stock control or 


lease or any method not involving 
consolidation into a single system is 
permitted now and a number of im- 
portant 
unifications have 
taken 


place under it, but that paragraph 
of the law which provides for com- 
plete consolidation of two or more 
carriers into one corporation 
for 


ownership and operation is not so 
clear. It provides, for instance, that 
the securities of the new company at 
par shall not exceed the- value of 
the consolidated properties as deter- 
mined by the commission, a deter- 
mination which 
Mi. Williams re- 


marks "cannot be completed for a 
very long time." 


The Wabash chairman 
stresses 


the point not hitherto understood 
that if mergers are excluded and an 
entirely new corporation has to be 
formed out of existing railroad lines, 
to make a new system it may be 
necessary for some systems "to sur- 
render valuable franchi/ses and to 
call in and retire existing stock and 
ibsue new stock involving useless 
labor and expense and possibly an 
unintended burden of taxation. 


He adds that the new corporation 


might not have as satisfactory credit 
as its constituents because the bonds 
of some railroads now are legal in- 
vestments for savings banks 
and 


liust companies in various state and 
the new company without its history 
of earnings might not be able to 
qualify under the statutes of these 
states.

Birmingham, Ala. —OP)— After 


nearly SO years in the two houses 
of congress, Senator J. Thomas Hef- 
hn of Alabama is facing defeat for 
the first time and is fighting with 
his back to the wall to keep from 
being retired from public life. 


This is a fair and impartial state- 


ment, made after a. first-hand sur- 
vey of conditions in the state and 
is based largely on these points: 


1. Hefhn has been read out of 


the democratic party in Alabama by 
the state executive committee and 
barred from the Democratic prim- 
ary because he bolted the party to 
oppose Al Smith and support Hoo- 
ver in 1928—and in Alabama' the 
Democratic nomination has always 
been equivalent to election. 


2. The Ku Klux Klan which four 
years ago dominated Alabama poli- 
tics with a power sufficiently strong 
to elect a. governor and a TJ. S. 
senator is now pretty much a thing 
of the past in this state. Its or- 
ganization has fallen apart, its in- 
fluence is negligible. 


3. If Heflin runs as an independent 


at the general election in November 
as he now plans, he will face a ser- 
ious technical obstacle in the fact 
that voters desiring to split the tick- 
et for his benefit will have to mark 
the ballot for each individual candi- 
date instead of making ortfe mark un- 
der the picture of the party em- 
blem and thus voting a straight 
ticket as it usually done in Alabama. 


Tih means one mistake on dupli- 


cation will 
invalidate 
the whole 


ballot, and in some counties, there 
will be 50 or more names on the 
ballots. 
TWO DEMOCRATIC OPPONENTS 


Qualified as regular Democratic 


candidates seeking the nomination in 
the primary on Aug. 12 are John 
II. Bankhead of Birmingham and 
Frederick I. Thompson of Mobile. 
Bankhead is a wealthy corporation 
attorney and a retired coal mine 
operator. Thompson is publisher of 
live Alabama newspapers and a for 
mer member of the United States 
Shipping board.

do, his vote will be futile because

ocratic and has always been / so 
The fact that AI Smith, admittedly 
crippled by Heflin's strong opposi 
tion, .carried Alabama over Hoover 
only by a margin of 127,000 to 120,- 
OffO votes, is not an indication of Re- 
publican strength.

Tom. 
1 Heflin, though facing a stiff battle 
for his political life, is by no means 
deserted. In the rural districts of 
the state—especially in the more re 
mote districts—he is still a. power 
vwth a great mass of voters many 
of whom have never seen a Catholic 
and who still believe if Al Smith 
had been elected, the pope would have 
left for "Washington on the next 
boat.

periments for 
himself. 
The Uni- 


versity can ad vis • and suggest fer- 
tilizers which w» think would be 
best suited and needed for your soils 
and crops but you all have an op- 
portunity of doing a little research 
yourselves. Try out on the heavier 
soils, that is th3 silts and clay loams. 
a .experiment using some 
potash 


along with the phosphate End check 
the results both in yields of grain 
and in yields of hay the year follow- 
ing. Try out the various forms of 
phosphate. 
"We cannot run experi- 


ments on all of the farms in the 
state. Soils of the same type vary 
in their plant food 
requirements, 


both by reason of the length of time 
they have been under 
cultivation, 


and tha amounts of stable manure 
which havo been returned to these 


fields. 
Of course toll types vary 


greatly In their native stores of 
plant food* by reason of th« dif- 
ference In the origin of the sol!. At 
the same time, Individual crops re- 
quire different fertilizers'. 


May I also suggest that you try 


out a series of experiments over a 
period of four or fivo years. Do not 
accept the rerults of one year's trial, 
for the variations in seasons may 
make a great difference In results. 
At the end of a period of four or 
five years' experiments 
you will 


know more about what fertilizers 
to use and how to use them than I 
can tell you. Keep posted on what 
we are doing here and at the same 
time we will appreciate it if you 
will write us and tell us about the 
results which you have secured. "We 
will then put alt this information to- 
gether and add to it the new find- 
ings of our Experiment Station and 
in this way build up a fund of infor- 
mation that will eventually arrive 
at the coveted goal of, namely, "How 
to grow bumper crops and thereby 
cut costs of production and wind up 
with more dollars in the bank and 
greater profits from farming."
